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Emerson on Newspaper Reading. 


Stole $100,000 from ‘Old Hutch.” 


The following is from ‘‘Emerson’s Talks 
with a College Boy,” in the February 
Centnry: 


‘‘Newspapers have done much to abbre- 
viate expression, and soto improve style. 
They are to occupy during your genera- 
tion a large share of attention.” (This 
was said nearly a quarter of a century ago. 
It was as if he saw ahead the blanket edi- 
tions.) ‘And the most studious and 
engaged man can neglect them only at his 
cost. But have little to do with them. 
Learn how to get thetr best, too, without 
their getting yours. Do not read them 
thoroughly, column by column. Remem- 
ber they are made for everybody, and 
don’t try to get what isu’t meant for you. 
The miscellany, for instance, should not 
receive your attention. There is a great 
secret in knowing what to keep out of the 
mind as well as what to put in. And even 
if you find yourself interested in the selec- 
tions, you cannot use them, because the 
original source is not of reference. You 
can’t quote from a newspaper. Like some 
insects, it died the day it was born. The 
genuine news is what you want, and prac- 
tice quick searches for it.

Grape Culture.

waters, with a very little blue in the. last. 


Boiling water should not be poured over 
tea trays, japanned goods, etc., as it will 
make the varnish crack\and peel off; have 
u sponge wet with warm water and alittle 
soap, if the tray be very dirty, and rub it 
with a cloth; if it looks smeary, dust on a 
little flour, then rub it with'a cloth.

AN ANCIENT MAN OF STRENGTH. | 


The Unegualed Feats Performed by a Ger 
man Showman in the Last Century. 


The first theatre manager of Berlin, 
Johann Karl von Eckenberg, was the 
so called ‘‘man of strength,” who 
showed himself nearly 200 years ago 
first as juggler, then as athlete. Of 
his life little is known except as in his 
career as theatre manager, as he was 
the founder of the first Berlin theatre, 

was extensively written of, and an 
article under the title of ‘‘An Athlete 
of the Eighteenth Century,” published 
some years ago and recently un- 
earthed, gives an interesting account 
of his prowess, as follows: 

By an athlete of the Eighteenth cen-: 
tury. we do not mean the Prince Fred- 
erick August of Saxony, king of Po- 
land, commonly called August the 
Strong, who could knock off the head 
of an ox with one stroke of his sword 
and besides distinguished himself in 
all kinds of respectable pe sm 
of strength, but another Hercules who 

the arong August 
nger, if such a thing 
would have been permitted. Thisman 
was the athlete: Johann Karl von Eck- 
enberg, who in the twenties and thir- 
ties. of the last century showed his 
productions.of strength in public. He 
was the most stately of all gymnasts 
and was born in the town o rzge- 
rode, and out of respect to his native 
town he called himself for a time, on 
his bill posters; Sampson Hercules 
Harzmann. 

It borders on the fabulous what his 
contemporaries related of his remark- 
ableexhibitions of strength. He broke 
an.anchor rope as if it were ordinary 
thread, iron nails und bolts he turned 
playfully between his fingers into 
screws, a cannon pipe he_ carried 
around as if it were a ou? His teeth 
were as strong-as iron. e bit intoa 


pie of oak wood; then a strong cart~. 


orse was harnessed up to it. In spite 
of the horse being urged on it was un- 
able to pull the stick out of the juggler’s 
mouth or to pull the athlete from the 
place where he stood. A bench made 
of ‘wood, sixteen feet-long, he gras 
with his teeth by one end and carried 
it around, while 4 trumpeter blowing 
his instrument sat on the other end, 

His arm was more powerful than 
his teeth. He spread out his hands, 
on each one was placed a bottle of 
wine, then a rope was attached to each 
wrist and to each rope there were 
three men from the audience who 
pulled with: all their might, so as to 
make it impossible for this-Hercules 
to. convey the wine to-his mouth. All 
their zeal was without avail, as the 
arms of the gymnast bent themselves 
eresietibljoand brought the jug to his 


mouth without spilling a drop ‘of ' 


wine. 

He generally saved his grandest per 
formance of strength until the close 
of the exhibition. ..He ascended a scaf- 
fokl of beams under which was a plat- 
form of thick planks fastened on 
strong chains... A trumpeter mounted 
on a horse, clad as a herald, rode upon 
‘thé platform and played his tune. The 
Hercules then took a place on the 
point of the scaffolding, held a glass 
of wine in one hand and with the 


other, by means of the chains, lirtted 
the heavy pista the horse and the 
trumpeter high u from the floor, and 
for a little while held the whole 
weight, the trumpeter shrilly blowing 


-@ tune, while the athlete drank. the - 


glass of wine, at the same time givin 
a toast to the magistrate and the citi- 
zens of the city in which he happened 


to be staying. 
When’ Herr von Eckenberg became 
older, his er gradually left him; 


therefore le gave up the herculean 
business and became: chief theatre 
manager of Berlin, where he for some 


ti 
however, did not bring him as large 
an income as did his exhibition of 
strength. But when he had this large 
income he:did not know how to save. 
He had a competitor, Peter Hilferding, 
who had a show booth with privileges 
and at the same time wasa practical 
ker and clown under: the name of 
antalon de Bisognosi. Provoking 
quarrels with this man embittered the 
life of the ‘man of strength.” ‘His 
numerous creditors seized both his 


booths with all belongings, completely ° 


impoyerishing the celebrated Hercules, 
who died-in the year 1754.—From the 
German. AES <sen

The next day Mr. Hone was on the 
floor of the senate, and heard Critten- 
den, ‘Southard, Webster and Preston 
a Fre He was. delighted with the 
eloquent South Carolinian, who, after 
et finished, came to Mr. Hone and 


said: 

“There, I made that 
pose for you! I had no idea that you 
should go home without showing you 
what could do.”—Youth’s tom 
panion.

California Wild Grapevines. 


A Niles (Gal.) correspondent of The 
Rural New Yorker writes: The Vitis 
Califofnica, which is being used for a 
varieties, is oné of the most picturesque 
and beautiful objects on the California. 
river bottoms and in the ravines. 
Very few writers. have spoken of it, 
and very few tourists ever get a 

limpse—of—the~ grape-in its native 
aunts, because it is seldom seen in the 
cultivated valleys or near the hi 


fe 
ways of travel. It grows on the La: 
~gunitas, the Alameda,’ the’ Sonoma 


and the Sacramento, along the. Sali- 
nas, San Joaquin and Russian rivers. 
It is at its best in central and northern 
California. 

One of. the most beautiful examples. 
of wild grape arbors in the state is to 
be seen along the Rio Linda and Chico 
Creek, on Gen. Bidwell’s farm in 
Butte county. Here, for fifteen miles 
the treés on the banks are covered 
with grapevines, in vast domes, spires, 
cheats arbors and on ‘These 
magnificent vings creep Jup-banks an: 
cover piles of ad am 6 of roc 
They cross from. tree_to tree in ee y 
bridges. When in bloom they scent 
the air for miles. : 

In autumn; so abundant are the 
small, purple clusters that they seem 
to color the whole forest. After the 
leaves and frait, have fallen, the vines 
are ‘still worth\admiring study, for 
they reveal their labyrinthine intrica- 
cies, and are the delight of - artists and 
photographers even more than during 
their leafy luxuriance in summer. 
The vines seem to have little choice 
about the trees they clamber over. 
The sycamores and alders, white oaks 
and beg ley are all loaded with wild 
grapes that in a few years climb to the
